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The  War  Will  Wait 

Today’s  TRUMPET  carries  two  front-page  stories  directly 
related  to  the  Korean  war  and  its  effect  on  Wartburg.  One 
treats  the  very  real  fact  that  enrollment  here  will  go  down 
next  semester  because  of  enlistments  in  the  armed  forces. 
Nine  men  have  already  reported,  and  more  will  probably  go 
in  the  near  future.  The  other  story  is  a  resume  of  President 
Becker’s  experiences  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
American  colleges  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  this  week. 

It  is  this  second  story  that  reveals  something  which  many 
of  us  may  not  have  realized — we  are  facing,  not  two  years, 
not  four  years,  perhaps  not  ten  years  of  tension,  but  a  lifetime. 
Once  we  digest  that  fact  with  all  its  implications,  it  will  be 
much  easier  to  know  what  our  duty  in  the  future  will  be. 

A  lifetime  is  a  long  time — more  than  a  generation.  It 
may  be  that  our  children  will  not  have  a  clear  understanding 
of  the  word  "peace”  merely  because  they  have  never  ex¬ 
perienced  it.  It’s  an  unpleasant  thought,  we  admit,  but  it  is 
one  to  which  we  might  as  well  get  used. 

What  we  must  realize  is  that  the  problem  posed  by  this 
war  will  not  be  solved  by  a  four-year  enlistment  in  the  armed 
forces.  This  war  cannot  be  won  by  an  extraordinary  effort  of 
the  nation,  a  short-term  effort  during  which  all  normal  activity 
is  suspended  and  everything  keyed  to  the  job  of  fighting. 
Our  nation  must  accept  the  danger  of  war  as  the  normal 
situation  and  meet  the  situation,  not  by  dropping  all  normal 
activities  in  favor  of  the  war  effort,  but  by  maintaining  these 
normal  activities  while,  AT  THE  SAME  TIME,  mobilizing  to 
its  fullest  capacity. 

In  short,  this  means  that  our  life  in  the  years  to  come 
will  not  be  composed  of  entirely  DIFFERENT,  war-keyed 
activities,  but  that  we  will  have  to  assume,  besides  all  the  nor¬ 
mal  efforts,  the  ADDED  effort  of  fighting  a  war  .  A  nation 
simply  cannot  forego  its  essential  life  for  thirty  years  and 
expect  to  remain  alive. 

That  is  why  at  the  present  time,  except  in  unusual  cir¬ 
cumstances,  it  is  unwise  for  college  students  to  enlist.  If  we 
could  be  certain  of  a  return  to  normal  times  within,  say,  five 
years,  such  action  would  solve  the  problem.  But  in  view  of 
tlie  fact  that  this  is  not  such  a  short-term  proposition,  it  is 
essential  that  those  of  us  who  attend  college  today  remain 
here  and  get  the  most  thorough  training  available.  The  war 
will  wait.  It  will  probably  still  be  there  when  we  get  out.  But 
unless  we  can  furnish  the  intellectual  leadership  in  the  dark 
years  ahead,  America  is  doomed.

Retreat  Now  Means  Defeat 

In  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  a  great  debate  is  taking 
form,  a  debate  which  may  decide  whether  we  will  choose  to  stand 
alone  against  communism  or  whether  we  will  avail  ourselves  of  the 
assistance  of  other  free  nations.  A  powerful  faction  has  arisen,  de¬ 
manding  that  we  abandon  our  European  allies  and  strengthen  instead 
the  Western  Hemisphere  as  the  "Gibraltar  of  Democracy.” 

There  are  a  great  many  reasons  why  I  consider  this  policy  wrong. 
But  since  men  like  Hoover  and  Taft  declare  that  they  advocate  the 
desertion  of  our  allies  because  of  "practical”  considerations,  1  will 
attempt  to  reply  with  practical  answers. 

The  anxiety  of  these  men  stems  from  the  fact  that  they,  and 
all  Americans,  want  no  more  Koreas.  Therefore  they  have,  after 
careful  thought,  come  up  with  a  realistic  solution.  Since  de¬ 
fensive  arrangements  in  Western  Europe  are  going  so  slow,  and 
since  we  don't  want  to  waste  our  American  manpower  in  a  fruitless 
struggle  to  hold  Europe,  the  United  States  should  move  out  of 
Europe.  Then  our  nation  should  fortify  itself  in  the  Western 
hemisphere,  safe  from  all  aggressors.  Of  course,  if  Europe  will 
then  help  itself,  we  might  cautiously  advance  a  little  aid.  This  is 
the  answer,  after  looking  at  the  facts. 

Naturally,  our  previous  commitments  to  these  nations  will  now 
mean  nothing.  The  fact  that  we  are  all  more  or  less  democratic  and 
Christian  nations  should  not  even  be  considered,  for  we  must  not  be 
sentimental.  And  certainly  these  nations  are  at  fault  if  their  war-ruined 
economies  cannot  match  our  mobilization  efforts. 

I  wonder  if  I  could  ask  these  experts  to  take  another  look  at 
Korea.  It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  most  important  lessons  we 
learned  was  the  brutal  fact  that  we  just  don't  have  the  manpower  to 
match  the  countless  hordes  of  the  East.  Yet  at  the  same  time  these 
honorable  statesmen  want  to  cast  aside  the  millions  of  Western  Europe 
who  would  be  fighting  on  our  side.  The  free  nations  could  raise  a 
force  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  United  States,  and  with  a  nucleus 
of  American  troops  and  American  aid  could  balance  and  hold  in 
check  the  ever-present  Russian  threat  in  Europe. 

Not  only  would  these  men  be  an  asset  to  our  cause,  but  the 
industrial  potential  of  these  Atlantic  Pact  nations  is  still  more 
important.  If  Russia  could  get  control  of  this,  it  would  only  be 
a  matter  of  time  until  the  only  real  advantage  we  hold  over  the 
communists— greater  industrial  and  technological  might — would 
be  erased. 

Today,  Europe’s  security  is  our  security.  Our  oceans  no  longer 
isolate  us  from  attack;  and  retreat  to  our  shores,  no  matter  what  you 
call  it,  is  a  defeat.  Yet  some  of  our  leaders  continue  to  prattle  their 
unrealistic  realities.  When  will  they  learn  that  the  only  realities 
worthy  of  the  name  are  the  faith  and  the  love  of  freedom  found  in 
the  hearts  of  men  everywhere?  I  pray  that  their  selfish  and  short¬ 
sighted  actions  now  will  not  destroy  these,  our  greatest  allies.

Knight  basketball  fortunes  took 
a  slight  dip  downward  in  holiday 
season  activities.  The  Axmen 
dropped  three  of  five  encounters 
since  the  last  issue  of  the  TRUM¬ 
PET,  two  losses  coming  os  heart- 
breakers  in  the  invitational  tour¬ 
ney,  the  third  at  the  hands  of 
Westmar  in  the  conference  open¬ 
er  last  week  end. 

All  five  games  belong  in  the 
thriller  classification,  the  scores 
being  so  close  that  decisions 
never  came  until  the  final  min¬ 
utes.  Wartburg  earned  a  split  in 
the  two  contests  which  went  into 
overtimes. 

Fight  To  Beat  Plattevilte. 

Playing  poorer  than  earlier  in 
the  season,  the  Knights  had  a 


tough  time  turning  back  Platte- 
vilie  Teachers,  57-53,  the  last 
night  before  vacation.  Only  Art 
Miller  hit  over  ten  points  that 
evening  for  Wartburg,  his  17 
counters  giving  the  home  team 
the  edge. 

History  repeated  itself  in  the 
holiday  invitational  as  Wartburg 
once  more  played  the  perfect  host 
by  finishing  last.  The  Knights 
lost  their  two  games  by  a  total  of 
three  points,  Augsburg  coming 
from  behind  to  win  in  the  first 
round,  57-55,  and  Augustana 
taking  the  consolation  final  in  a 
blistering  overtime  fracas,  69-68. 
Shooting  Percentage  Drops. 

Knight  play  was  again  far  be¬ 
low  pre-holiday  standards  as 
percentages  dropped  way  down 


and  defensive  play  became  quite 
ragged.  Competition  being  no 
tougher  than  it  was,  the  Orange 
and  Black  could  quite  conceivably 
have  walked  off  with  one  of  the 
two  trophies  handed  out,  if  they 
had  played  par  basketball.
